MR. KOO _ HIS SIGNIFICANCE 



Ten years ago the world was plunged into the greatest war in 
the .mnals of history. Strong, hopeful, virile, abounding in wealth 
and activity, filled with enthusiasm for the future, it leapt into the 
vortex of a whirlpool of bloodshed and violence, spurred on |through 
some weird twist of imagination by <he dream that out of that sea 
of carnage and destruction would come stability and peace. Four 
years later, crippled and disillusioned, there emerged a sadder and 
a poorer world, one jthat realized then as never before the useless- 
ness of war. the folly of trying to bring about a heaven of peace 
r^rl haonîness V.^- means of a hell of resolution and' sorrow. And men 
who think warn us that ten years hence the tragedy of 1 9 14 xnay be 
re-enacted with this change that it will bring not merely the im- 
poverishment of continents but the downfall of civilization — "All 
the means that science and learning can devise concentrated injto one 
diabolical effort to destroy." 

This situation presenting itself before all young people as a 
challenge. It has been affirmed and reaffirmed' that the fujtufe of the 
worid lies in the hands of its educated youth. It is their duty to con 
sider the demands tjie r'orld to-day makes upon them. International 
peace, it is recognized, can bè brought about only by interna^iona' 
friendship. From time to time throughout history attempts have 
been made to unite the woyld under fhe imperialistic rule of some 
autocratic governieht. But invariably these attismpts hâve failed 
through the -disihtegratibri of the cenjtral power. Unity is impossible 
witlfout understanding, and it is th& lack of this which in the past 
. has been the root of most wars.; 

For some jtime there has been under way a concerted attempt 
bv students of twenty-seven different nations to effect internationa 
,— :*v bv means of the creation of international understanding anc 
friendship. This ^they believe is the greatest possible contribution 
they, can make toward' world peace. If the students of one genera 
- tion the world over have a fellow feeling for the students of every 
other nationality it Will mean tha|t the students of the next genera 
tion will be imbued with the same spirit. With this end in view the 
creation of a student friendship fund and exchange schemes have 
been affecjted. Already results have been' forthcoming. The move' 
ment toward mutual interest and understanding initiated by student 
has had, and will have, immeasurable influence on the trend o 
world affairs. 

At present jthere is visiting McGill one of the world's most 
picturesque figures Mr. Koo. a young Chinese of international fame 
an orator who has thrilled thousands, a statesman who has repres 
ented his country at the League of Na|tion8, and above all a cosmo- 
; politan who has the interests of international friendship at heart. 
Represeiiting a youth movement in China.that bids fair to surpass 
all other such movements, he brings a message to studants that will 
be well worth hearing. We are heartily in sympathy with the causei 
he sponsors and unhesitating recommend undergraduates to hear 
him this afternoon.

United States 

Pelroloiim is a wasting iianQl. 
Whcn.t, oorn, anil potatoes can bo 
gnown; l,hcy rciiioduco themsclvca, 
OH and metals do not come In crops. 
They can be used up. Wliat about 
our reserves of oil? I'otroao'in l<9 a 
.source of light nnd power, the icoy 
to the mastory of the air! Aro we 
producing It wisely .-Mid using it with 
considoration? Why should a geolo- 
gist concern htmself with jiuoh 
quoslions? Arc they not for tho 
economist lo discuss nnd to infcmm 
-the rest of us wliat to do? But the 
geologist lias had a band, and much 
more Important share In tho cxplora^- 
tlon and dovolopmejit of the oil fields 
than, 7 venture Lo suggest, mom of us 
know. 

Oil has bei.-n found In tolrled rncks; 
rocks domed up Into ;inl!clines, lor. 
races and other forms that pa*s by 
lechnlcai names. WiUi ibia as a. 
working hypothesis tho oil geologlat 
has directed itho drilling In arens 
where the Htrueliire of iho rocks ap- 
pciired f.LvorabIc for the accumula- 
tion of oil. His application of gwo- 
logic theorj- produced adequate 
iretnrn.-» for his labor. He roduood 
the chance of finding 'polrolcuni troni 
about one 11 three hundred holes to 
four out of ever^' nine. Tho Jnforma. 
Hon lie lia.s accum'Jated, nnd ho ha.s 
collected much, bcconicR the pi'-ipnrty 
of the compnnios. The .-Siiandiird. 
BlncfaJr, Tho Sun and Tcjras com- 
panies have Impressive stuffs of pe- 
troleum .çeolo.Ti.its on tliclr pay rolls. 
Ho attractive l.-j t.lie offered p.iy that 
gcoloplKt., iiavo InCl the gooloirical liur 
joined the othe "rook houndK" and 
brought motor cars. During one ywxr 
tlie T'. S. fîeological Kurvcy lost 
neventy men. Thc.>,e men are larg*ly 
Economie Geologists. These h Ave been 
ciaBsifled In a whimsical manner an 
<1) Economie Geologis-ts, gnO-.tate.s nf 
the U.S.O..S., and f;.') Ec .romlca; 
Geologists still In the U. S. O. S. 

But wo are at the present time ex- 
p«rlcnclng .scrio's ovcrproducthm and 
putting oil In storage fater than we 
can take It out, .And this is going on 
can take it out. And this is goins or. 
In Iho face of a rnp'dly approachln.!? 
Ihe accumulation and origin of oil 
shortage. Is this shortage going to 
come ;n ppito of oil geologj".? 

Geologl,>its are not getting hoar.se re- 
futing ihc claim that they are re- 
sponsible for this overproduction. II 
means, it seems to me, that it is due 
to Ihe sImiiHnneous development of 
eight marvellous f.'elds, a development 
not to bo equalled In the search for 
for any mineral, during any per.od of 
lilstory. 

Yet we arc facing a shortage. Per- 
htips we can appeal to the wonder- 
working petroleiini gcologi.st.s to get 
us out of the- dilemma. But the richest 
and most easily tapped reserves have 
been located. AVhen a well "comes in,"' 
it "comes in'' with a rush and the otl 
must be taken then or never. It i-> like 
quenching our thirst once a week by 
drinking a barrel of water ;'n ton 
minutes. W'e must, seek "other fields 
and know more about oil geology. 

Oil geoglogy is not a wondei-ful and 
special .science, it .vs the application of 
general KCOlop>- to a .special probeni. 
l-'olds, dips. strllxes. stratlgrapli'c 
values o| l-^ramlnfora (ever hear of 
them? Ask the paleontologist), the 
poroB'ty of the' oil sands, the migra- 
tion of oil and water through rocks. 
We can pioture the oil man racing 
under pressure are only a '.small part 
of Ihe incntiil c(|u!pnicnt necessary, 
along poor roads in a rntlling, muddy 
Ford with a. plane table, alidade, 
stiuHii rod, measuring dips and con- 
BtnicMng contour maps showlns un- 
derground structure. Tlia: is the 
spectacular s'lH. Then we turn to 
some Inboralory when a nuiot geolo- 
gist bonds over a microscope and de- 
termines tbc genuM and .spei-lcs of bun. 
dreds of little fossils nnd tells tbc 
drillers that they are 310 fect'above 
the Wall Creek .Sand. Is this im- 
porlanl to know? Yes, and thousands 
of other details that bore rather than 
Interest us. Uut Ihore fire tou many 
things -the oil finder doea nut know. 
The oil geolngtst Is short on funda- 
menlals, ho knoWa many things, he 
knows that llioy are so wlllioiit know- 
Ing why. To lengthen Ihe t'me before 
a real shortage comes, depends upon, 
how soon tho oil geologists passes 
from the stage when ho Is satisfied 
w'-lh tilings thai are so. ,
